Historical Records Reveal 


i: GEORGIA PORT LEVIED SPECIAL TAX IN 1871 es 
Savannah Income Tax Law 


Savannah, Ga., September, 2.— 
(Special.)—That the city of Savan- 
nah once legally imposed an income 
tax, which the state cannot now levy 
until a constitutional amendment is 
adopted by the people authorizing it, 
and that the city still has under an 
old law the right to impose an income 
tax is a discovery bared by historical 
records. 

\An income tax was placed upon 
- people of Savannah immediately 
after the war between the states and 
lasted until 1871 or early in the year 
of 1872. Incomes in those days may 
not have been very large, and cer- 
tainly after this war the citizen of 
Savannah, who was living at that 
time is apt to admit this fact, without 
any argument, But it is an interesting 
fact, in view of the great and elabo- 
rate discussions of taxation now ram- 
pant in all quarters, that an income 
tax proviso is upon the statute books 


and has actually been in force in this | 


city. 

The authority which conveys this 
right upon the city fathers may be 
found in Atkinson’s Code of Savan- 
nah, chapter III, section 62, title on 
taxation. The language is as follows: 

“They are also hereby vested with 
full power and anthority to make such 
assessments and lay such taxes on the 
inhabitants of said city, and those who 
hold taxable property within the same, 
and those who transact business there- 
in, as said corporate authorities may 
deem expedient for the safety, bene- 
fit, convenience, and advantage of 
said city, and may enforce the pay- 


ment of such assessments and taxes | 


in such manner as saill_ mayor and 
aldermen may prescribe. Besides real 
and personal property, the said mayor 


and aldermen may tax capital invest- | 


ed in said city, stocks in money cor- 
porations, choses in action, income 
and commissions, derived from the 
pursuit of any profession, faculty, 
insurance, 

cies, and all other property as sources 
of profit not expressly prohibited or 
exempted by state law _or competent 
authority of the United States.”

Separate Classes 
For Bible Study 


Urged by Pastor 


Speaking Sunday night to one of 
the largest congregations in many 
months, Rev. B. R. Lacy, Jr., pastor 
of Central Presbyteriun church, de- 
clared that “the state should not 
teach religion,” referring to the pres- 
ent system of Bible rcading in pub- 
lic schools, and declared himself in 
favor of the movement recently in- 
stituted by the Christian council of 
Atlanta to provide separate classes 
of Bible study for students in cer- 
tain grades. 

Rev. Lacy has beeu very active in 
the projosed plan to provide classes 
in Bible study in churches under the 
supervision of a spec _sliy trained in- 
structor, and appeared with a dele- 
gation of citizens recently before the 
city board of educatiwn and asked 
that the plan be put into effect for 
students in the fourth. fifth and sixth 
grades to be released from other 


school duties at certain periods and 


permitted to attend these _ special 
Bible classes. 
Urges Separate Study. 

The subject of Rev. Lacy at che 
Sunday evening service was “Teach 
All Nations” and his sermon was in 
support of the movement for sepa- 
rate study of text books and thé 
Bible and was well received by the 
large uudience. 

“Since the days of Christ,” Rev. 
Lacy pointed out, “there have been 
three experiments in i¢ligious educa- 
tion. First, there wus the contro) 
of education by the church. It re 
sulted in the neglect of and ignorance 
of the vast majority of the popula- 
tion, and the use of the schools to 
advance the interests of the priests 
and bishops and nope. Seconcly, 
there was the control of all educa- 
tion, religious as well as secular, by 
the state. Germany is an example. 
The kaiser was the nead of the gov- 
ernment of church a3 well as stute, 
and he used religious teaching to in- 
crease the veneration of the people 
for himself and add to his power. 
Wherever the state nas controlled re 
ligious teaching it has used it to in- 
crease the power of the party in 
power, The third experiment is the 
one all free republics are trying to 
work out. The United States is the 
largest of these, but Australia and 
New Zealand have a similar prob- 
lem. We must find a system where- 
by the state may provide secular ed- 
ucation and the church religious edu- 


cation, 
Not State’s Work. 

“The state should not teach re- 
ligion. The church nas been trying 
to do it either in Sunday schools. as 
with Protestants, or by arochial 
schools, as with Roman athol'cs 
and Jews. The Catholic boy in such 
a school gets 200 bours a year in 
religious instruction; the Jew 225; 
the most favored Protestant in Sun- 
day school gets 26 hours, The sast 
majority do not get that much. Then 
must Protestants esta*lish parociial 
schools? Some say “yes” and spend 
great sums in s0 doing that their 
children may be instructed in reli- 
gion, as well as arithmetic. But be- 
lievers in our democrscy know that 
we must keep our public schools. If 
all had parechial schools it would 
divide our country as nothing else 
would. To excuse al! children whose 
parents so request, to ~o to a nearby 
place to be taught by a_ teacher 
trained for the work, is one way to 
solve the problem. It is the way it 
is being solved in Australia and New 
Zealand and in more than 250 cities 
of our country.

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Savannah Will Celebrate 
Visit of Marquis Latayette 


Savannah, Ga., September 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—LaFayette day, September 6, 
hag been celebrated in Savannah since 
the war with a peculiar interest. The 
marquis once visited Savannah and 
peints where he visited are remarked 
te this day to visitors by residents 
who are showing the sights of the 
historic Georgia port city. 

The Natahniel Green monument in 
the square which ig faced by several 
downtown hotels is another point 
connected with the visit of the famous 
Frenchman, friend of Washington, 
Franklin and America. LaFayette 
laid the first stone of the base of that 
monument. He was, as were others, 
at the time, ignorant of the resting 
place of the revolutionary general 
whose monument was being erected. 


The body of General Green was 
not discovered until more than 100 
years after LaFayette’s visit, in a 
borrowed vault in the Colonial ceme- 
tery here in the heart of the city, and 
only a few years ago removed to the 
square where his monument rises, The 
date of this visit of LaFayette was 
March 19, 1825. Savannah will fly 
French flags and. hold exercises on 
September 6, 

Kisses Savannah Woman. 

Mrs. Mary E. Rog2rs; who cele- 
brated her hundredth birthday last 
July 17, is the “one” citizen of Sa- 
vannah who is especially interested 
in the celebration of LaFayette day, 
for when the general visited the citv 
she was one of the little girls that 
kissed him. 

Many visitors from southern cities 
crowded into Savannah to greet La- 
Fayette several days before his shiv 
arrived. 

“As the steamboat passed Fort 
Jackson,” reads.an account of the 
visit in one of Lucien Lamar 
Knight's histories .f the state, “she 
was boarded by the reception com- 
mittee, and the general was addressed 
by the chairman, George Jones, ‘lhe 
boat now approached in gallant style, 
firing, while a iull band of music on 
board played the Marseillaise hymn 
and other favorite French and Ameri- 


can airs, 
Salute Fired. 

“At the anchorage, a salute was 
fired by the revenue cutter Gallatin, 
under command of Captain Matthews, 
and General LaFaygette was assisted 
to the first barge, accompanied by 
the committee, the other boats being 
occupied by the remainder of the 
suite. 

“At the docks, were assembled the 
leading dignitar‘es and officials of 
the state; deputations from the Hi- 
bernian, St. Andrews and agricul- 


tural societies, all bedecked with 
badges; besides a multitude of citi- 
zens. The Savannah volunteer 
guard, in bonor of the nation’s guest, 
wore the revolutionary cockade. 

“As the general placed his foot 
upon the landing place, a salute was 
fired by the Chatham artillery, in 
line on the bluff, with four brass 
field pieces, one of which was cap- 
tured at Yorktown. He was here 
received by William C. Daniel, may- 
or of the city, amid cheers from the 
assembled spectators. 

“On arriving at the top of the 
bluff, he was presented to Governor 
Troup, by whom, in the most cordial 
manner, he was welcomed to the soi) 
of Georgia. 

LaFayette Speaks. 

“LaFayette replied in feeling 
terms, and was then introduced to 
several revolutionary soldiers, among 
whom were General Stewart, Colonel 
Shellman, Eb Jackvon, Sheftall Shef- 
tall and Captain Rees, 

“The eyes of the old general 
sparkled. He remembered Captain 
Rees, who proceeded to narrate some 
incident. 

“I remember.” said LaFayette, 
taking the captain’s hand between 
both of his own, and, with tear- 
filled eyes, the two men stood for a 
moment, absorbed in the _ recollec- 
tions of youthful days. 

“The officers ef the brigade and 
of the regiment then were intro- 
duced, after which the procession 
moved as prescribed in the arrance- 
ments for the day, and about half- 
past 5 o'clock in the afternoon, he 
arrived at the lodgings assigned to 
him, at Mrs. Maxwell's, where Gov- 
ernor Troup also was lodged. During 
the passage of the procession, win- 
dows and doors everywhere were 
crowded to excess: ond the expression 
of feeling displayed bs all was most 
enthusiast®&, from the highest, to the 
lowest, 

“He was saluted by the ladies 
with the waving of handkerchiefs: 
which he returned by the repeated 
and continued inclination of the 
head in acknowledgment. At sun- 
down, another salute was fired by 
the Marine volunteer corps. 

“Accompanying General LaF ay- 
ette from Charleston were several 
distinguished South Carolinans, in- 
cluding the governor; but, accord- 
ing to the laws of the Palmetto 
state, her chief magistrate was not 
allowed to cross the border, and he, 
therefore, returned, after making 
the proper apologies. However, 
two of the escort, Colonel Huger 
and Major Hamilton, remained and 
participated in the exercises.

FLAGS GO BACK 


TEAS TODA 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, September 2.—The 
Coolidge administration enters a new 
phase with the ending of the period 
of official] mourning. 

Out of a sense of propriety, Pres- 
ident Coolidge has remained as in- 
conspicuous as possible during the 


month which has elapsed since he 
took the oath of office at his father's 
home in Vermont, a few hours after 
the death of President Harding. He 
has purposely avoided the limelight 
which usually beats down on the na- 
tion's president. He has held only one 
meeting of the cabinet, he has kept 
the Harding personnel intact, except 
in two instances where resignations 
were dictated by personal considera- 
tions, 

_He has refrained from making pub- 
lic appearances of any kind, except 
those involved in his usual] Sabbath 
ehurchgoing. He has aunounced no 
new policies, and has taken no of- 
ficial action which would center pub- 
he attention upon him. ilis admunis- 
tration thus far has amounted to lit- 
tle more than an interregnum con- 
ducted, as if purposely designed to 
keep the president out of the public 
eye. 

Flag Goes Up. 

But the decreed 30-day period of 
official mourning is over and on Mon- 
day morning, the flag over the white 
house goes to full mast again. At the 
same time, the new administration 
will pass into its second phase. 

Coolidge’s new secretary, Bascom 
Slemp, comes on the scene, replac- 
ing George B. Christian. This makes 
an departure in that Slemp, unlike 
Christian, will be an assistant presi- 
dent rather than a secretary. He will 
decide upon many appointments him- 
self, he will act as the president's 
representative in dealing with mem- 
bers of congress in many matters and 
he will dispose of much routine busi- 
ness without ever permitting it to get 
through the door into the president's 
office. 


Coolidge also will break the mourn- © 


ing period Labor day by attending 
the policemen’s and firemen’s benefit 
baseball game at American League 
park. This will be his first formal 
public appearance as president, ex- 
cept for participation in the funeral 
ceremonies a month ago. 
Coolidge Has Plan. 

Gradually there witit follow in- 
creasing activities, and, in time, a 
number of public addresses. * These 
will come slowly, however, for Cool- 
idge seeks to avoid any appearance 
of political activity. He believes 
that the wisest course is to piow 
straight into the duties of the ex- 
ecutive office and permit political 
affairs to take care of themselves, 
Most of his advisers agree with him 
in this, feeling that if he can show 
a satisfactory record when the repub- 
lican national convention meets next 
June, the nomination will gravitate 
to him as a matter cf comrse. It 
is to be expected, however, that a 
good sized volunteer squad will, un- 
solicited, begin the preliminary po- 
litical work that precedes a national 
nominating convention 

Soon, also, the program for the 
coming session of congress must he 
considered. Coolidge has indicated a 
desire to keep entirely out of the 
coming fracas on Capitol hill. Ais 
personal inclination now is not to dis- 
cuss questions that will come before 
congress and not to attempt pressure 
later in obtaining desired legislation. 
That, too, was Harding's desire, but 
the necessities of practical procedure 
were too much and he was obliged 
time after time to exert White House 
influence to strengthen the adminis- 
tration group in congress. With the 
next congress somewha* at the mercy 
of the insurgents, executive ass'st- 
ance would be in even greater de- 
mand by administration leaders on 
the hill, and Coolidge will find i 
more difficult than Harding to keep 
aloof.

The Jacobean period, which is the 
first recognized period furniture, did 
not originate with a furniture de- 
Signer named Jacob, as one well- 
meaning but uninformed woman de 
scribed it. It was named for James 
I, whose name in the Latin form 
was “Jacobus,” but the Jacobean 
period includes the regime of 
Charles I, as well, and also of 
Cromwell and Charles II, after 
Charles I was beheaded by his un- 
loving subjects. This period cor- 
responds to the time the American 
colonies were being settled.

Piecrust Table Gives Variety 


The greatest asset in furnishing a 
living room is common sense, The 
homemaker may have all the money 
in the world, but if she hasn’t com- 
mon sense enough to buy comfort- 
able chairs, and to place chairs, 
tables and lights with the proper 
relation to each other, it avails her 
nothing. : 

Did you ever see a beautiful chair 
in a living room that literally 
“broke your back” when you tried 
to rest in it? Did the purchase of 
that chair show common sense? 
Or carelessness? 

Compare a chair of that brand 
with the chair in the illustration. 
The space in this woman's living 
room is too valuable to devote to 
unlivable items, and you can well 
imagine how popular this particu- 
lar grouping must be. 

The chair is the deep armchair | 
that gives an air of dignity and rich- 
ness to a room, and is comfortable 
for hours of reading or resting. It 
is upholstered with brown mohair, 
and has a silk down cushion of 
brown and gold. The sbort legs 
have the typical Queen Anne period 
curve with the shell decoration. 

A small walnut pie crust table 
(called a pie crust table because 
the edges look like the crimped bor- 
der of mother’s apple pies) is used 
as a side table, and holds a yellow 
pottery bowl for flowers. 

Note the way the cabinet in the 
corner relieves the wall space. Ev- 
ery room needs high pieces of furni- 
ture to give balance to the predom- 
inating low pieces, the chairs, ta- 
bles and davenport. A few years 
ago wall spaces were covered with 
pictures, but the trend today is to- 
ward fewer and better pictures, 
with the wall spaces made less mo- 
notonous by the judicious mixture 
of high secretary desks, cabinets 


and other interesting pieces of fur- 


niture with the low items in 
room, The result is a dignity 
balance which homes never pos- 
sessed before. The cabinet in the 
photograph {fs of walnut, beautified 


by hand carving, It is surmounted 
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by a lusterware vase of deep blue. 
The curtain back of the chair is of 
toile de Juoy with cream figures 
on a gold ground.

The modern Jacobean furniture 
is lighter in form than the chairs 
and tables of that time, but the 
gateleg table, which is known and 
loved in every household has come 
down almost unchanged. With 
this exception, the furniture re 
quires peculiar surroundings. pan- 
eled walls, beamed ceilings and 
large rooms being the only proper 
environment, 

The next period in furniture de- 
sign was known as the William and 
Mary period, beginning in 1689, 
with the accession of William of 
Orange and Mary, nephew and 
daughter of James II, to the Eng- 
lish throne, Articles brought from 
Holland by their attaches resulted 
in great changes in English furni- 
ture. (hairs and tabies became 
lighter and more graceful, for the 
fashions of the times, especially 
for men, were nothing short of “fop- 
pish”—imagine a man appearing on 
the street on a winter’s day with a 
muff dangling from a ribbon about 


were reflected in the furniture. 

Solid carved wood gave way to 
veneering, inlay and marquetry, 
which were at first used as large 
floral designs, but later became con- 
ventional scrolls, Oaning in the 
chair backs vied in popularity with 
elaborate openwork carving which 
filled the entire frame. Beautiful 
curved stxetchers, often in X-shape, 
surmounted by a simple finial at 
the point of intersection, were not- 
ed on the tables, and as ceilings be- 
came higher, so did the furniture, 
which gained in slenderness. Trum- 
pet-shaped legs first showed their 
graceful tapering and octagonal 
legs made their appearance at the 
same time, both terminating in the 
bun, scroll and pear-shaped foot 
of the Jacobean period. 

Porcelain and tea imported from 
China, necessitated tea tables and 
china cupboards, and incidentally 
inspired the “inverted cup” motif 
which is an outstanding character- 
istic of the period. Oak remained 
popular, but walnut, beech, holly, 
birch and yew were widely used.

And so 
the children leave the place and al- 
‘thoush they are brothers and sisters 
they may never see each other again. 
Political Footballs, 

“These things are wrong.
